Battle Of Four-Letter W olds 


To a Laotian, few 
things in this world 
could be more rem ote than a Cuban But in 
the kind of inter-related world in w'hich we 
live, their two countries arc suddenly as 
close together as the two sides of a coin 
Laos and Cuba. 
■ Two four-letter words 
The United States set up a roadblock against 
the Communist Conspiracy in Laos. To this 
end it spent m ore than a billion dollars’ 
worth of U.S. funds 
It defied the Soviet Union and the Chi­ 
nese People's Republic when it pursued this 
policy'. It dared them to do something about 
Laos They did 
They really did two things They put Laos 
on their program for future attention when 
the right tim e came, and they chose to 
operate a diversion in Cuba to give the 
United States something to think about close 
at home. 
The least surprising thing that could be 
brought to light by historians would be the 
way the Kremlin used the Castro revolution 
in Cuba to keep the United States so busy 
and so concerned it would not concentrate 
its attention on Laos when the time cam e for 
a military crisis there 
One of the things it would not see too 
clearly would be the circumstances of po­ 
tential 
conflict 
in Laos between the two 
senior partners in the Communist Conspiracy. 
Red China has more reason to be in Laos, 


gatew ay to Southeastern Asia, than Red Rus­ 
sia. Yet Red Russia is getting credit for 
the m ilitary buildup in Laos and Red C hina's 
role in the buildup is obscure 


And now. 
suddenly, there is talk of a 
m ilitary buildup in Cuba, where the United 
States also had invested billions in public 
and private funds 
only to be wiped out 
by a governm ent subservient to the Krem lin. 


G eographically, Laos and Cuba are still 
half a world apart 
Strategically, they now 
are as close together as two sides of the 
sam e coin 
If the Kremlin w ants to risk a 
showdown in Laos, it m ay have to start 
with a showdown in Cuba. If Washington 
wants a settlem ent in Cuba, it m ay have to 
start with Laos.

R egardless of Laos, unemploym ent and the 
problem s that go with the “ New F ro n tier”, 
things are back to normal.

The fact is that old-age benefits are paid 
from current taxes, they are not insurance 
at all All money paid into old-age benefits 
is appropriated and spent, just like all other 
tax revenue This also would be true of m ed­ 
ical care and hospital benefits Mr. Peterson 
calls it a “ hope as you pay” basis.

If present rates continue, 13,000 
Americans will die of leukemia this 
year, and 2,000 will be under 15 
years old. 
Dr. Fraser said. “ We feel leu­ 
kemia may be solved first among 
cancer diseases for two reasons. 
First, great headway is b e i n g 
made in finding chemicals which 
check the disease for a time. 
“Secondly, there are clues which 
suggest that leukemia m a y be 
caused or at least triggered, by a 


Research, supported by the Can-! 
cer Society, has shown vaccines! 
can be used to control leukemia in J 
mice. 
The incidence of leukemia in chil­ 
dren has remained stationary, but 
has mounted alarmingly a m o n g 
adults, Statistics show. 
In the period of 1930-58, the rate 
among women 60-65 more than dou­ 
bled, while for men of this age, 
the rate more than tripled, rising 
from 6.6 per 100,000 population to 
20.6. 
Pointing out the American Can­ 
cer Society has allotted over $1.5 
million for research in leukemia, 
Dr. Fraser appealed to area resi­ 
dents to give generously to the cur­ 
rent drive to step up research.

However, so long as he 
lags in them. his school progress 
will be hampered 
Even though you feel sure his 
school and home assignments dwell 
| too much on mechanical matters, 
he needs to have some discipline 


I in conforming better to the require­ 
ments. 
When he prepares written work 
at home, check to see it is done 
neatly and accurately. Also require 
him to do a few regular h o m e 
chores faithfully 


REQUIRE HIM every evening to 
go at his homework regularly for 
at least half an hour. If he has no 
homework, a s s i g n him to read 
from something you approve. 
Also you and Dad should often 
read to him from simple articles 
on space and other scientific sub­ 
jects. It would be fine if you could 
induce him to read aloud to his 
sister for her enjoyment.
